Next 
day, the Sf, Aélda with a new crew on beard, 
proceeded on her voyage, When twelve 
hours out of Hongkong, she was hailed by 
a Russian Volunteer‘cruiscr and sunk. The 
‘officere and seamen were taken off, but it 
might easily have been otherwise, The fact 
remains that (he vessel was pounded with 
torpedoes and shells till she disappeared, 
Meanwhile the former niembers of the crew, 
were languishing in gaol, suffering because 
they bad conscientious objections, which’ 
had provedito:be well-founded. Not until 
yesterday was tlie story ‘of the St; Kilda’s 
fate known, and then the men, having 
suffered fourteen days’ imprisonment, were 
released. Obviously there issomething rotten 
in thestate of Denmark when'these things 
happen. Magistrates are only human, and. 
no doubt many agreed with the judge who 
said that no danger was to be apprehended 
ly the seamen, in the dock, But surely a 


-| conscientious objector bias some rights, and 


ita seaman honestly believes that his life— 
and it may be the well-being of his family at 


home-—is in peril, hig plea, unless it can be’ 


‘shown to be absolutely frivolous, should be 
respected, A man does not go to prison for 
the fun of the thing. Yetthese men, a score 
of them, preferred the gloomy precincts, of 
the gaol, preferred to be treated a3 criminals, 
rather than face the Russian guns, They 
may not be heroes, but heroes are not 
engaged at £3 or £42 month, Had they 
been offered a respectable bonus it is pos- 
sible, and indeed probable, that: they would 
have jumped at the offer to’ navigate the 
svessel through mine-strewn,, waters and un- 
known dangers, without a thought of the 
morrow. Being regarded only as so many 
chattels they refused, and as it turned 
out rightly refused, to have anything 
to do with the ship. Now, that it is 
cleat these men were right—intuitively 
‘right it may be, but right all the’ same— 
what compensation are they to reccive for: 
their sufferings? Are they to be sent home 
under that uesignation which all sailors hate 
to hear mentioned “D.B.S."—distressed 
British sailors—without a penny in their 
pockets and hardly a rag to ‘their backs, or 
ate they to be treated ds men who haye 
undergone a punishment which was never 
deserved ? It is not suggested that they 
should be looked upon.as mattyrs ; the man 
who cannot prove by actual facts and figures 
that he has a conscientious. objection ‘to 
vaccination is fined or imprisoned, but he is 
not reckoned 2 martyr. At the same time, 
these unfortunate seamen, ‘whose only offence 
was‘an uncomfartable prescience of what 
loomed in the distance, have been made to 
suffer, and it is only right that they should. 
in some measure at least, be compensated 
for their experience. Certainly, when they 
see old England again, they- should be in a 
position to scoff at the slings and arrows of 
a fate before which they were powerless. ,
